Improving land by the use of Superphosphate—Applying not less than 100 pounds per acre of (1) 16 percent super- 
phosphate in North Carolina, Virginia, or Tennessee, or (2) 20 percent superphosphate in Kentucky (or its equivalent), on 
any permanent pasture, or in connection with seeding or maintaining any legume or perennial grass listed in subsection (a) 
of the said section 4, or in connection with any green manure crop plowed or disked under as provided in subsection (b) of 
the said section 4. Payment will be made on a quantity not exceeding 500 pounds per acre, as follows: 


(1) In North Carolina, Virginia, and Tennessee (16 percent superphosphate) 60 cents per 100 pounds; or, if the 
superphosphate is applied in connection with a legume or perennial grass listed in subsection (a) of the said section 4, 
seeded in connection with a soil-depleting crop, 30 cents per 100 pounds. 

(2) In Kentucky (20 percent superphosphate) 75 cents per 100 pounds; or, if the superphosphate is applied in 
connection with a.legume or perennial grass listed in subsection (a) of the said section 4, seeded in connection with a 
soil-depleting crop, 87% cents per 100 pounds.
